War in Brief 
asian 

The United States, which has been 
practically in a state of war with Ger- 
many for some weeks past, is now ac- 
tually so. At the opening of the spe- 
cial seasion of Congress Monday Presi- 
dent Wilson declared that neutrality, 
even “armed neutrality,” is no longer 
feasible or desirable and asked Con- 
gress to declare that a state of war ex- 
ate, — is dealing with this re- 
quest as the Review goes to press, but 
that the President's call to arms will, 
be nded to is beyond doubt. 
That the whole country will be behind 
President and Congress is equally be- 
yond doubt. 

The President asks that an army of 
600,000 be at once — for, with 
an addition of 500,000 more later on: 
that there be the utmost co-opeartion 
with the Allies; that American pre- 
paration be so arranged as not to in- 
terfere with the streams of American 
supplies now reaching the Allies, and 
that, as far as possible, the cost of 
American participation be paid out of 
current revenue.

No man will be repatriated from 
either country againat his wish. it 
he not wish to return to his 
own country (as will, it is believed, 
be the case with many Germans now 
in custedy in England, particularly 
those with British wives) he will re- 
main in internment. In addition to 
the 6,000 Germans whom we are to 
release there will probably be a 
good many who are interned in the 
dominions, notably Canada. The 
arrangement applies to 
them as well, 

‘People should not draw rash con- 
clusions,” 
great discrepancy between the num- 
ber of Germans we are to release in 
exchange for our oon men. The 
proportion corresponds fairly accur- 
ately to the much larger number of 
German civilians of all ages in our 
hands than Britons interned in Ger- 
many. We shall, of course, have a 
correspondingly larger number left 
on our bands. Besides the purely 
humanitarian aspect of the release 
of men just emerging from middle 
life, there is the doubly practical 
advantage to us of having to feed 
6,000 fewer Germans and imposing 
on the enemy at a moment least de- 
sirable to him, the burden of nour- 
ishing that extra number.”

Artista in Wartime. 


One of the most talented and best- 
known women portrait artists in 
Great Britain — Mrs, Florence 
Humphrey—in spite of the many 
tempting commissions that are con- 
stantly being offered her, is letting 
her art practically go bang at pre- 
sent. She has converted her studio 
into a supply store for soldiers im- 
prisoned in German camps. 

To the prison camp at Geissen, 
where her nephew is confined, Mrs. 
Humphrey sends at regular intervals, 
besides food and comforts, an ample 
supply of art and sketching mater- 
ials, oil paints, crayons, brushes, and 
other essentials, as well as frequent 
consignments of English and other 
art journals. This because, at Geis- 
sen, an unusual number of artists 
and designers, some of them men of 
exceptional gifts, are prisoners. Be- 
fore Mrs. Humphrey's enterprise 
came into being they were practical- 
ly without any materials whatever to 
enable them to beguile the tedium 
of their captivity by practicing their 
craft. 

These artists numbers twenty in 
alt, ot various talents and qualities, 
from theatrical scene painters to 
Beaux Arts masters of color and Une. 
Four of them are British. One of 
these, A. Nantel, 
The Montreal Standard; another, 
Alan Beddoes, formerly an art stu- 
dent, comes from Ottawa; the third 
is Mra. Humphrey's nephew, Lewis 
Fenateau, and the fourth, by profes- 
sion a decorator, belongs to an Eng- 
lish regiment. The rest are French- 
men and Belgians, one of the former, 
Raphael Drouart, being well known 
in the Parisian art world. 

Now that they do not lack for ma- 
terials the whole lot devote practi- 
cally a their spare time to their art 
and never lack commissions, a it 
the fees that their fellow prisdne’ 
are able to pay are. not .éxactly 
princely.

Events of The | 
War in Brief 


On Easter Sunday, the day of days 
in the Christian calendar, the sun of 
heaven was darkened along the Anglo- 
French front by smoke masses vomit- 
ed from the mouths of thousands of 
guns, and the song of rejoicing for a 
risen Saviour of Mankind was smoth- 
ered in a crash and roar such as the 
world had never before known. The 

atest battle in a 3 scarred by 

ttles was then begun, a battle waged 
for the purpose of smashing the new 
line of defence which the German 
armies of the west have ¢rected as a 
last barrier against the pending inva- 
sion of their own land. On Monday 
following the gigantic artillery pre- 
paration the attack began on Vimy 
ridge, a position dominating a large 
area of surrounding country, Cana- 
dian infantry leading the van. The 
ridge. one of the strongest points in 
the whole German line, was carried, 
Stewart Lyon says, with surprisingly 
little loss. Why the loss was so lim- 
ited, considering the magnitade of the 
undertakingy is —— by the fact 
that British 12-inch guns, the heaviest 
ever used in field operations, with their 
range of 12 to 15 miles, firing far above 
the heads of the Canadians, broke up 
vast bodies of German infantry gath- 
ering miles away for the delivery of a 
counter attack. 

This operation, in which the Cana- 
dians lead, resulted in the largest cap- 
ture of enemy prisoners that has oc- 
curred in any single éperation on the 
western front, some 9,000 men, and it 
looks as if it marks: the beginning of 
a forcing back of the German defen- 
sive to the German frontier. Some 
guns were captured and by Tuesday 
night the prisoners were expected to 
total 15,000, with from 50 to 100 guns.

Buoyant Revenues 


The Canadian fiscal year which 
closed om the Slet of March will show 
the country to be ina prosperous con- 
dition and the revenues buoyant. 
Statistics available indicate that when 
the month is ended the total revenue 
of the Dominion from all sources will 
reach two hundred and thirty million 
dollars, This is about fifty mithon 
dollars in excess of the revenne of the 
previous year, which, in itself, was the 
highest in the history of Oanada. The 
revenue fop the fiscal year ending 
cate Bist. 1917, will be one hundred 
Iii 


of the war. 

It is likely that when all accounts 
are made up that, after paying allfor- 
dinary and capital expenditure, the 
increased. interest charges upon war 
expenditures, and all pensions, the 
Government will be able to devote 
fifty million dollars towards the pay- 
ment of principal on war cost. This 
is quite beyond the most sanguine ex- 
pectations expressed by the Minister 
of Finance, Sir Thomas White, when 
he delivered his last budget. 

An equally optimistic outlook exists 
with respect to Canada's trade situa- 
tion. For the 12 months of the fiscal 

ear just ending the trade of Canada 

as set a new high water mark, For 
the 11 months of the year ending Feb- 
ee 2th, Canadian commerce 
reached the enormous re of $1,771,- 
905,000, as against $1,008,045,000 for 
the same period last year. Exports 
reached a total of 81.028. 900, 000 and 
the imports $724,005,000, a favourable 
trade balance of more than three hun- 
dred million dollars.

All those merchants who have kept 
their firms always flourishing for a 
hundred years have the right to receive 
the foreign title of baron. This law 
was made by Peter the Great over 200 
years ago, but the merchants very sel- 
dom accept this title and generally de- 
elne the privilege. 

In former days when the peasants 
were still slaves they had no family 
names, but were called by their fa- 


ther’s Christian name. Peter's son was 


called son of Peter—in Russian Petrov; 
go also Smirnov—Simon's son; Ivanov 
~Jvan'’s (John) son, and so on. When 
slavery was abolished and the emancl. 
pation proclaimed by the Emperor Al. 
exander II. they all kept these names. 
Since then many of them have received 
the right to belong to the class of no- 
bles. 
fhe Russian clergy, belonging to the 
of peasants, for it very seldom 
happens that nobles become priests, 
have special family names. Their 
names mean always a feast day or a 
precious stone or something connected 
with the church. In former days the 
clergy was a class apart, and a son of 
a clergyman was bound to be a clergy- 
man, and when they first entered the 
church they chose a name for them- 
selves.—London Answers.

Every man, woman, and child 
through the length and breadth of 
Canada should make a point of see- 
ing the latest war films from the Ca- 
nadian front. Far clearer than any 
preceding films of the kind, thease 
wonderful scenes from the Canada’s 
battlefront bring vividly home to the 
audience. winter work in the war. 
One scene shows German shells 
bursting in plain sight on our 
trenches while the erstwhile occu- 
pants gaze interestedly on Frits’s 
wasted work from a safe place close 
at hand: Marvellously realistic, too, 
are the tanks, every portion of them 
in plain view, as with big guns man- 
ipulating they pursue their course 
over all obstacles. 

Canada’s movie pictures from the 
front have no superiors. Canada's 
movie photographers have no rivals 
in daring. Some of the pictures 
were taken in the heat of battle, 
where the air was literally full of 
flying death, and the operator in 
terrible danger every moment, 
Imagine standing out on No Man's 
Land in an action, “screening’’ the 
advancing soldiers, snapping Hun 
prisoners, the while shells burst in 
close proximity and bullets “whip- 
lash” past in showers!

The Post-Office refused on 3 
to give any information as to the time 
of either incoming or outgoing British 
mails. It was explained that the new 
order had been issued to keep secret 
the time of the arrival and departure 
of vessels, ° 

“All we can do is to advise people 
to mail from day to dav, and 
the mail will be forwarded with eyery 
available despatch,” was the state- 
ment made by the Postmaster’s De- 
partment. It is safer to seod mail 
every day, anyway, as we sometimes 
do not know that a vessel is going to 

| leave at the last minute, and then it is 

‘too late to send off any mail. Uuder 

the present conditions it is impossible 
to estimate when the steamers will 
arrive or leaye. Sometimes only two 
or three days elapse between different 
mails, and at other times as much as 
ten days may elapse.”

The country is now beginning to 
learn what the “comparatively slight 
list of casualties at Vimy Ridge really 
amounted to. Monday's dailies gave 
what was appareutly the first of these. 
and they covered nearly a whole page. 
It is probable the total killed, wouned 
and missing at Vimy dib not go be- 
yond 6,0000, and Vimy itself was 
merely the beginning of a summer of 
slaughter.
